HE Committee, ſince their laſt printed Account of the Mines, have 
receiv'd ſeveral Letters from Mr. Wafer, and others, to the effect fol- 
lowing, viz. 


December the 10% from Mr. Walker. 


That on Sunday laſt he arriv'd at the Mines, from his Northern Journey, and 
found the "tae and Works in good order. 

The Bog- work continues in good Oar: we are croſſing there from the Shaft 
K to h, and we are ſinking a Shaft in the Oar, at H, to meet it. The new Work 
mends downward, and is much i improv'd. lince I left it. We continue ſinking 
in Oar at E, and the Welt Level goes well forward. 

We are raiſi ing Oar in the ends of the great Work, but cannot reach the Sole 
for Water, being we cannot get the large Engine to draw Water. 

We have the Timber upon the Cupulo at Garrick, and walld the Flews 
eight foot high. The new Key is wall d and we are filling it up to the Level 
of the Cupulo, hope to have Fifty or Sixty Men ſoon. after Chriſtmas, they 
having promis d to come as ſoon as they. have receiv'd-their Chriſtmas Pay.

Our Levels and Sinking goes well forward, and the new Work is very good, 
and we continue raiſing Oar in the great Work. I know I can write nothin 
that will be ſo acceptable as having the Levels up, which ſhall be done 


with all the expedition imaginable. 


March the 18th. 


The new Work continues very good, and we raiſe Oar very well in the great | 
Work, and the new Shaft there cantinues to go dowa very well, and the Le- 


vels goes well on. | 
March the 25th. 


We have had the greateſt Snow that has been known this Two Years, inſomuch 
that I could not this week get to the Mines for [rifts. 


April the 1ſt. 

Dr. Hutchinſoz came here laſt Wedneſday, and went to the Mines the next day; 
he was down in the New Work and Great Work, but moſt of the Great Work 
was under Water: we had ſome Stoups, in the ends of it, that is Three Foot 
wide in Oar, and ſome that is more : Theſe were not halfa Yard wide the laſt 
December, being in a Twitch, but are now cutting out. The Dr. faith, It an- 
ſwers the Character given of it in London, the which he could not have ſuppos d, 
if he had not ſeen it. The Levels goes well forward; but I will defer giving 

ou any further Account, till your Officer David Jones comes up, which will 
be ſome time the next week. 1 114 | 
April the 8th. 


I have now brought up the Weſt Level to the Shaft E, and have Oar in the 
Sun-Vein : I am driving in that Shaft two Drifts in Oar, the one to the Eaſt, 
and the other to rhe Weſt, and have very good ſoft Oar in both places; and it 
ſtands in a white ſoft Spar, which the Miners call a Sugar-Spar. The Oar in 
this Level is Five Foot wide, and Fifty Yards from the ſurface of the Ground, 

Ibid. I begun a Shaft 56 Yards Welt of K, intending to go down upon the 
Clay-Vein, in order to have the Eaſt Level to the New-work, as well as the Bog- 
work, and luckily lit upon the top of the Copper-Vein at fix Yards deep, 


where we have a Rib of pure Copper - Oar of a Foot wide, which I doubt not 


but will be much thicker at our Level. Mr. David Jones brings ſome of the Oar 
with him; Ihave made two tryals of it, the firſt was Half an Ounce, in aSmith's 
Forge, from which I had in fine Copper Twopenny-weight, which is one Fifth; 
the ſecond was in my own Furnace, and there I try'd an Ounce, and that yielded 
Fivepenny-weight Sixteen grains 3, ſo that Three and a half of that Oar will pro- 
duce One in fine Copper. | 


: April the 1 5th, TY | 
I am haſtening down the Shaft at (E) as faſt as I can, being ſcarce of Air till 


that be down. 


We have our Shaft at the great Work in the Clay-Vein Thirty-one Yards 


deep, and wants Thirty-three Yards more to the Level. We have ſometimes 
Sparks of Oar in this Shaft; and, I preſume, it may be in Oar before it reach 


the Level. I hope to get this Shaft down without Mr, Thompſon's Engine, and 
| | then 
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then I can make uſe of that Engine when 1 am up with my Level there, and by 
the help thereof draw the Water to the Level, and ſink Twenty Yards,or more. 
under out Level, where the Oar is betwixt Two and Three Yards broad. 
Me are haſtening our Weſt Level forwards to the great Work with all the 
expedition imaginable, as alſo our Eaſt Level, in order to ſet the new Work 
and the Copper-Vein free from the Water. LOS 

The great Objection, whether the Veins fet as deep as our Level, is now 


ſolved. 


We met with a Vein of white Oar above Two Foot wide in the Eaſt Drife 

from the Shaft (e), which is much lighter than the blue, but it is eaſie to be 

pot, 8 quick in running; I hope it will do us good ſervice in ſmelting the 
lone Oar. : 


The New Work, and the Eaſt Level, go on very well; and the Weſt Drift 


from the Shaft (e) is very rich, and I doubt not but will produce much Oar; 
and I hope in a ſhort time to ſhew the Works in as great Perfection as ever I 
promis'd them; for I find we have more Veins than I had found when I made 
che Map. I am finking the Shaft at the Sun- ſide of the Copper - Vein: till that 
be down, I can give no further account of it. 
I preſume now all the ObjeFions to the Lead-Mines are anſw er'd, the Veins 
oving good at the Sole, as well as the Surface of the Ground, and the only 
— to the working of the Mines (which was the Water) being totally 
remov d. - ' | 
And as to the Copper- Vein, I did not expect it would have gather'd into a firm 
Rib of Oar ſo near the Surface, and fo very rich in its kind: I doubt not but 
that Vein will anſwer your Expectation.

e of Diamonds; all the other Works go well forward: I find, the deeper 
and farther we go, the wider are the Veins ; ſo I ſee I cannot fail neither in 
Breadth nor Number, -and I don't doubt neither Quantity nor Quality.
